He said, too, Florida’s vege- 
table growers were not too un- 
easy about federal plans and 
were willing to try and stand 
on their own feet without price 
supports. But, they take a dim 
view about free trade because 
they keep looking over their 
shoulders at tomatoes, e g g- 
plants and peppers which come 
in from the Mexican west coast 
and Cuba. It is the age-old 
problem, and the chief bar to 
free enterprise in all fields, in- 
cluding those of agriculture— 
labor costs. Mexican and Cu- 
ban harvest hands work for less. 

If they have the money to pay 
the prices, no American should 
go hungry this year. Apparently, 
all farmers everywhere over the 
nation have ignored requests to 
reduce acreages, and the country 
literally is going to have all sorts 
of warehouses. bulging, and a 
great many perishables are going 
to rot in the fields. 

That is why Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson is pleading 
for more research in crop usage 
to take care of surpluses which 
the government now buys and 
stores. The people who are con- 
sumers outnumber the farmers, 
and public opinion is getting 
hotter and hotter about millions 
of tons of butter being stored to 
spoil or be given away; and 
about wheat, corn, and other 
crops being paid for by taxes, 
instead of going on the market.

Tidelands Facts 
Are Eye-Opening 


“No, it’s not a filibuster, it’s an edu- 
cational campaign. The people are not 
aware of what is at stake in the tide- 
lands oil fight and must be informed, 
with the floor of the Senate as the 
forum.” 

It seems to us we've heard that ar- 
gument before and that some of the 
loudest opposition to Southerners’ use 
of the device in the arguments over 
civil rights legislation are now leading 
the parade in harassment of Taft in the 
big oil “give-away.” 

Regardless of what it’s called, the 
old Shakespearean adage would apply: 
“A rose by any other name smells as 
sweet.” And sweet-smelling indeed to 
Southern. senators has been their old 
ace-in-the-hole, the filibuster, until 
now some of them find it turned upon 
themselves. 

Perhaps it was never invoked for 
a better purpose than in the present in- 
stance, an attempt to awaken the public 
to what could well become known in 
the future as the Great Tidelands 
Robbery.

There are a few states, notably 
Texas, Florida and California, that will 
profit from this bill. All others are 
in the ludicrous position of robbing 
themselves.

In a few words, the issue is summed 
up well by Sen.

“These huge treasures of offshore oil 
and gas which are the property of the 
nation should not be given to the com- 
parative few. They should be used to 
help meet the costs of national defense, 
to reduce the public debt, to wipe out 
illiteracy and to develop through edu- 
cation the human resources of the coun- 
try. These are the great purposes for 
which these natural resources are to 
be used. 

“If we alienate the offshore oil and 
gas, then the mountain states will de- 
mand the mineral rights on government 
land within their boundaries: there will 
be a drive to turn over the forests and 
uplands now owned by the ,Federal 
Government to the states which will 
mean that they will be overcut and 
overgrazed. The results will be greater 
floods and soil erosion.”

Comes a Bit Late 


The President’s expression of dis- 
approval over the House action cutting 
out the public housing and slum-clear- 
ance program came a little late, to say 
the least, in view of his campaign stands 
to preserve and improve social gains 
under previous administrations. 

One could wish, too, that the Presi- 
dent would be a little more positive in 
his leadersihp. In attempting to stay 
on good terms with Congress, he is 
missing opportunities to lead that body.

The argument 
would seem to be that the governments of 
the 48 states of the Union cannot be trusted 
to take care of the leasing of federal lands 
on an honest basis but that some one bu- 
reaucrat in the Federal Government can be. 

* As one looks back at the corruption dur- 

ing the Truman administration, when it 
was possible to bribe officials to get favors 
done in various departments of the govern- 
ment, and as one recalls that during the 
Harding administration it was easy to ‘‘fix’’ 
a cabinet officer and get Teapot Dome oil 
lands, the question might well be raised 
whether it isn’t safer to leave to the states 
rather than to the Federal Government the 
question of disposing of oil lands. 

Irrespective of the merits of the ‘‘tide- 
lands’’ controversy, the fact that Demo- 
crats are blocking the work of the Senate 
will furnish an excellent campaign text for 
the Republicans in 1954, because they will 
contend that important reforms promised 
the people were blocked by the Democrats. 

There are some significant principles 
involved in the ‘‘tidelands’’ controversy. 
It is to be -noted that advocates of public 
ownership—which is a form of. state social- 
ism—are among the supporters of the ef- 
fort to give the Federal Government £om- 
plete authority over all resources. 

There was a time in American history 
when the states held very little land and 
the Federal Government owned most of it. 
Public opinion through decades of history 
has favored the widest possible distribution 
of federally owned lands to the people. 

A majority in both Houses wants to, set- 
tle the ‘‘tidelands’”’ issue by voting to give 
the states control over marginal lands up 
to and including the territorial coastal 
waters of the states. The President will 
sign such a bill if the minority permits him 
to receive it.

Filibuster Is Old, 
But Style Is New 


WASHINGTON—The Senate is curréntly 
witnessing a new type of filibuster on the 
controversial tidelands oil bill. It is one 
that does not precisely fit the pattern of 
past talk marathons. 

Heretofore, the filibuster has been used 
chiefly as an instrument to prevent some 
pending measure, against which there is 

strong minority oppo- 
sition, from coming to a 
vote. In the present case 
those opposing the tide- 
lands bill claim to have 
no such objective. 

They readily ac- 
knowledge willingness to 
permit a vote sooner or 
later, though mostly 
later. But they are in- 
sisting that it be pre- 

ceded by a _ generous 
amount of debate as a means of enlighten- 
ing the Senate and the public on the true 
issues involved. 

Senator Douglas of Illinois, a leading op- 
ponent of the legislation, draws a fine dis- 
tinction on when a filibuster is not a fili- 
buster. “It is well to realize what a fili- 
buster is,’’ he said in answering charges 
that he and others were trying to talk the 
bill to death. 

“A filibuster is prolonged debate in- 
tended to prevent a vote. We who oppose 
the pending measure are not trying to pre- 
vent a vote ... we merely want it to 
come on the part of senators with informed 
minds and sensitive consciences ... and 
we believe it will require some time to re- 
move the mists of misunderstanding from 
their minds... .”’ 

Nevertheless, the tactics which have 
been employed bear all the earmarks of 
filibusters as they have been conducted in 
the past. 

Douglas and other liberal Democrats 
in the fight see in the tidelands bil] the 
first move by old-line Republicans to turn 
over other valuable national resources 
owned by the Federal Government to the 
states and private interests. By dramatiz- 
ing the issue they hope to stop the trend 
in the beginning, and are also thinking of 
raising an issue for the next national cam- 
paign. 

But none of those taking part in. the 
tidelands bill filibuster will admit that a 
filibuster has been on. That is a time-hon- 
ored practice. No senator ever acknowl- 
edges such a role. Always these talkathons 
are described by the participants as efforts 
to enlighten the public. 

There is a curious angle to the current 
situation. Many who have been prolonging 
the debate were leaders in the fight to 
change Senate rules to make it easier to 
invoke cloture as a means of defeating fili- 
busters. 

When Senator Taft, majority leader, 
complains about not being able to end the 
debate, he is reminded that he refused at 
the beginning of the session to lend support 
to a move for adopting a tighter cloture 
rule. 
In short, the anti-filibusterers are ac- 
cused of filibustering themselves.

Powdered Milk Competition Too Hot 
For Whole Product, Says Idea Chief 


Atlanta—Following up the letter by Rob- 
ert K. Jackson Sr., chairman, Atlanta As- 
sociation of Consumers: 

It is the history of merchandising and 
economics that products can be priced out 
of business. A specific example of this has 
occurred in the dairy products field, and 
is that of butter pricing in major dairy 
states versus a competitive product, mar- 
garine. The butter-producing states, by 
laws enacted against margarine, felt they 
had excellent control over the situation. 
However, the consumer today knows of 
huge butter stocks owned by the govern- 
ment and knows the only solution is to sell 
butter at the same price as margarine. 


The merchandising point being given on 
butter versus margarine is that the con- 
sumer is now deciding which he wants to 
buy, and the amount of butter being pro- 
duced and the price desired by producers 
has nothing to do with the consumer’s de- 
cision to buy. Aside from Mr. Jackson’s 
advertising comments, there is a merchan- 
dising and economical factor of which the 
State Milk Control Board should be aware. 
Fresh whole milk produced in Georgia has 
a competitor—powdered milk. 


It is not the purpose of this letter to 
even intimate that those in control of milk 
prices do not have merchandising knowl- 
edge, but that the use of such knowledge is 
not indicated. We are now living in a new 
selling cycle, in which new products are 
launched by well-planned programs and 
take over large segments of product sales 
overnight. Evidence of this as applied to 
milk is the rapid increase in sales of non- 
fat powdered milk.

Until We Get All Prisoners Back

The story the returning prisoners are 
tellinc—of the death march across North 
Korea, on which prisoners were stabbed and 
clubbed and bayoneted, is no news to the 
intelligence officers in Korea. It was told 
in considerable detail more than a year ago 
when, for reasons known _ to hem 
selves, the Communists, stews ee ee eee 
with no public fanfare, 
released a group of Ma- 
rines and one Army GI 
and sent them back 
across the lines. 

These men were sur- 
vivors of the death 
march and they de- 
scribed it fully. It be- 
gan near the Changin 
Reservation on the 
northeast coast of Ko 
rea, and it moved for nearly 200 miles 
across the icy mountains to the camps in 
the northwest, toward the Yalu. 

The first returnees did not particularly 
stress the terrors of the march. As Ma- 
rines, trained. and toughened in a_ hard 
school, they did not expect gentle treat- 
ment. When men fell, from exhaustion, 
other men carried them until they could 
go on again. When men broke mentally 
under the strain, their comrades comforted 
them. From their stories, in fact, the great- 
est hazards of the march were not the 
brutality of their guards, but the danger 
from our own aircraft, which were cease- 
lessly in the skies by day, making it neces- 


about their captors. In passing through 
villages the angry populace would some- 
times attack the prisoners with stones and 
clubs. And their. guards would brutally beat 
back with gun butts, and threaten with 
bayonets, the North Korean civilians who 
attacked the prisoners. 

I do not write these things in any effort 
to excuse or condone the North Koreans 
or the Chinese for the treatment of our 
people who were captured. I merely point 
out that we have known since the first day 
of battle in Korea that we faced a savage 
and brutal enemy who observed few of the 
rules governing the treatment of the cap- 
tured. We have known the details of the 
Death March since the return of that first 
small group of Marines more than a year ago. 

And my only point is this: Now is no 
time for senators safe in Wasington to raise 
a great hue and cry about atrocities, nor 
to talk of war crime prosecutions. The 
thing to do now is to make every effort 
to keep the prisoners flowing back, to bring 
back every man we can. It would be a 
tragedy beyond description for wild threats 
and unwise action at Wasington to cause 
a sudden break off of the exchange. 

Once we've got back every living man, 
and then, by force of arms or negotiations 
have ended the war in Korea—only then 
should we bring the guilty before the courts 
of the world to answer for their savagery.

Eliot, has said that

that truth more fully real to us. That is 
what Morley does for me in this verse. He 
makes us more fully realize a truth which 
we too often neglect. 


To a much more significant extent than 
I suppose most of us actually realize, our 
life is regulated, controlled and dictated by 
clocks. We are awakened by the clock’s 
alarm and we rest when the hands indicate 
the passing of another day. Between our 
arising and our retiring, the chores and 
pleasures of the day are pretty well deter- 
mined and proportioned by the minute and 
hour indicators. 

All of this is because we live in a phys- 
ical universe and men of scientific talent, 
old and modern, have shown us that if mil- 
lions of people are to share a single planet's 
surface there must be consistency and or- 
der. The clock gives discipline and regu- 
larity to physical existence. 

But the human mind defies a clock. It 
races back across the centuries for a 
glimpse at some ancient truth—a noble 
word, perhaps, or a painting or a poem— 
and it rushes ahead into the physigally une 
explored future to dream and speculate. 
The mind, too, needs adjustment. We get 
confused, values are dimmed, perspective 
is lost. We'd do well to pause with the 
poet to adjust our minds to timeless truth 
and imperishable beauty. 

The scent of the rose is as essential to 
the health of the mind as a crust of bread 
to the health of the body. The proper ad- 
justment of our wafches will be meaning- 
less without the adjustment of our minds. 
It is the regulation of the mind which 
makes man’s life more filled with purpose 
than that of the wretched beast of the field. 

And we need to pause each day to ad- 
just our souls. We find guaranteed, cor- 
rect adjustment as we regulate our lives by 
the Word of God. Only as we measure our 
lives by the prophet’s voice and the Mas- 
ter’s teaching can we know God. Only as 
we know God can we learn the meaning 
of life. 

God's truth is about us. Thank God for 
the poet and the singer and the prophet who 
make that truth more fully real to us! 
That is why so many of us attend church 
on Sunday; it is a time to adjust by the 
eternally right principles of God.

Martin-Hogue Plan 


‘Good Neighbor Policy’ 
Set Up by Atlantans 


By YOLANDE GWIN 

Am I my neighbor’s keeper? 

Mrs. Robert H. Martin of 2610 Bohler Rd., N. W., asked her- 
self this question when she began to think about survival under 
atomic attack. 

‘‘We need the good neighbor policy in every neighborhood,” 


she said the other day, ‘‘and what better method can we follow | 
than to assume a family responsibility—our own and our neigh- | 


bors’?’’ 

With this in mind, Mrs. Martin and her nearest neighbor, 
Mrs. James H, Hogue of 1295 Peachtree Battle Ave., N. W., began 
a plan which could well be a pattern to be followed in every 


community. 


Mrs. Hogue has two young children, so, as a protective meas- | 
ure, Mrs. Martin has stocked her pantry with baby food, with | 


canned foods, candles, first aid kits, and even toys for the Hogue 
children, 6-year-old Hunter and 6-month-old Edith. 

By the same token of good neighbor policy, Mrs. Hogue has 
on hand food supplies for Mr. and Mrs. Martin as well as all 
types of supplies which would be needed in the event of an attack. 


The two women have gathered their supplies as prescribed by 
the Civil Defense authorities, as well as all first aid needs. 

“We have adopted what we call a running plan,’’ Mrs. Martin 
explained. ‘‘We will keep our supplies up to date, so to speak, 
for two months. Then foods will be used and replaced. We will 
continue to replace the supplies every two months.”’ 

Both Mrs. Martin and Mrs. Hogue have prepared a‘ home 


shelters—in both instances it’s their basements—and this, too, is 
in line with Civil Defense requirements. 


Other women in the vicinity of the Martin and Hogue homes 
are also gathering supplies to be included on this running plan 
of home defense, and they too have provided a shelter area. 


The ‘‘Martin-Hogue Plan for Neighbors’”’ is gaining momen- | 


tum. These two Atlanta women sensing each other’s needs will be 
an inspiration to other good neighbor policy deeds. 

Under Federal Civil Defense Administration setups, family 
defense heads the list for preparation from enemy attack. It is 
pointed out that ‘‘civil defense is a coequal partner’’ of the mili- 
tary forces. 

To the nine steps which are outlined by CD authorities on 
family civil defense, the Martin-Hogue good neighbor policy is an 


important addition. So remember, an atomic attack can happen 
here. You as well as your neighbor must be prepared.
